WAsmNOTON, Dec. 13.—The direct 
tax bill passed the house yesterday by a 
vote of 178 to 96. 
The slight amend- 
ment made to the bill wUl be concurred 
in by the senate. 
It is generally con- 
ceded that the measure will be vetoed by 
the president. 
The bill lacked fourteen 
votes of the necessary two-thirds of the 
house, which vote must be secured if the 
bill is passed over the president's veto. 
It is not believed that 192 votes could 
be secured, by any hook or crook, to 
pass the bill over the president's veto. 


CONGRESS TO-DAY. 


Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, has intro- 
duced, for reference, a joint resolution 
authorizing the president to nominate 
commissioners with reference to unity 
and assimilation with the United States 
and the Dominion of Canada, or of one 
or more of the provinces thereof. It is 
further provided that, with a view of 
such negotiation, the president invite 
the appointment of commissioners by 
the government of Great Britain and 
the Dominion of Canada to consider the 
wisdom and expediency of settling and 
adjusting all controversies and differ- 
ences which now exist between the two 
govemm<»nt8, growing out of the fisher- 
ies or otherwise, by such union and as- 
similation as is herein suggested. 


The house proceeded to the consideras 
tion of the Oklahoma bül.

The senate resumed the consideration 
of the tariff bill, the pending question 
being the amendment offered by Mr.

To the Editor of T h b Hkntinkl. 


Though making my letters a .sort of 
word painting of the regions through 
which my journey has led me, it is not 
my deairo of imposing any kind of 
didactics upon your readers, but it ''is 
because topics of public affairs reach 
you by cable, and consequently would 
be stale at least as to time, if not other- 
wise, when reaching you through let- 
ters. 
Hence I come to giving you 
lines about a jog from the Eternal City 
hither. 


We left Rome about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 19th and traveled aU 
the night until we reached Genoa, at S 
o'clock next morning. 
From Pisa to 
Genoa we were traveling through tun- 
nels, the greater part probably of the 
way. 
From Genoa, where we changed 
trains immediately upon arrival, we]con- 
tinued onward through tunnels again, 
over meadow lands rarely, because we 
skirted the shores of the Mediterranean 
nearly all the day. 
On the one side 
were hill sides covered with olive groves, 
and here and there an orchard of ripen- 
ing oranges, whilst on tlie other side, 
within a rod of the flying train, splash- 
ing up against the banks, were the 
waters of the great 
midland ocean. 
Continuing 
all 
the 
day, 
we 
came 
in 
the 
afternoon 
to 
the famous cities of San Bemo, Monte 
Carlo, Monaco, 
Nice 
and 
Cannes. 
Whilst the first has become widely 
known within the last year because of 
its port in the history of "Frederick 
the Noble," it is none the less a charm- 
ing sea side city. 
This and the others 
named are spots of almost dazzling love- 
liness. 
[Pardon the expression please.] 
At Monto Carlo and Monaco one could 
see from the car windows the elegant 
houses, the fine streets, the terraces one 
above another looking out upon the sea, 
and all lined above, below and round 
about with green shrubbery, tropical 
plants, flowers of the pansy, geranium, 
roses and the morning gloty families, 
all blooming on this late November day, 
out in the oiJen air, as with us on a July 
or August morning. 
And the air was 
balmy, warm and yet refreshing, com- 
ing in gentle zephyrs as though breathed 
acrosH from the vales of Agra. 
The 
prople who atoixl upon the terraces or 
passed along the streets, und they that 
entei-ed the train, were richly dressed, 
had handsome face«, plainly showing 
tli^t they were people of leisure and 
people of fashion, and strangers too" 
from all part« of the world, 
gathered 
here to sojourn for the winter. 


From here onward we passed vine- 
yards, a rich grazing country and well 
stocked fields of cattle and sheep brows- 
ing uiK)u the green meadow lands. 


The distance from Bome to Genoa is 
312 milos and from Genoa to Marseilles 
251 mi.««. 
We reached the 
lattei- 
place at 8 p. m., making one continuous 
trip of 668 miles. 
Here we rested for 
the night and next day, without any 
sight seeing, left at 11 o'clock for Ton- 
louse, a distf^ioe oi abont 225 miles. 
From MarseiUw to Oeite, Ave or n x 
houn ride, the oountry is devoted moat- 
ly to wine growing.

!the common custom of heating rail- 
way oars, with very few exceptions con- 
fined to a new car called the internation- 
al coach, running from Calius to Paris- 
liisbont 
Paris- Bome 
and Brindisi, 
is 
laying two galvanized iron tanks, 
filled with hot water, upon the floor of 
the coach so that the two rows of passen- 
gers, facing each otiier in the coupee 
may rest their stogies upon them. 
The 
tanks are about three feet long, six 
inches wide, and two and a half inches 
thick of an oval 
shape. 
They are 
exchanged about every three or four 
hours at stations along the route.

"Tht; General Direction 
informs, travellers that, to prevent any 
disgraceful occurreuces on the stretch 
from the depart point of trains in 
Chambave station tr) the arrival point at 
Mes, it is earnestly forbidden to ex|KJse 
heads and arms from the wugou win- 
dows." I gathered the meaning of the 
notice from those in the other languages 
to be, that, to guard against accidents, 
passengers along the route refen-ed to 
are forbidden to put their heads or arms 
out of the widows. 


Whilst waiting in the custom house 
on the line between Italy and France, 
I read the following, which, like the 
above, is a verbatim copy. 
"The rail- 
way company do not guarantee the con- 
junction of trains on occasion of trains 
being retarded." 


T h e j o u m ^ from Lourdes will be 
continued next Monday. 
I thought to 
say something of this locality (Lourdes: 
and its history), so nicely situated in the 
land called the garden spot of Europe, 
but my letter is already beyond a proper 
limit. 
Lourdes would be of much in- 
terest, viewed from a totirist's stand- 
point, but the plaoe, as a pilgrim's 
shrine, when its history is stiidied and 
the logic of events are carefully examin- 
ed, when the tests and testimony of 
science and scientific research are pru- 
dently weighed, the totirist's interest 
vanishes and faith takes its place.

Those who had succeeded in 
mastering the "foreign idiom,'' as the 
English was then called, affected to use 
it only when they oonld not do other- 
irise, and only on rare occasions. 
On 
the other hand, the Americans, or avert- 
turiwa (adventarera), as they were des- 
ignated at that epoch, were intent upon 
assimilating to themselves as quickly as 
possible what they looked upon as an ex- 
traneous element, which had no right to 
a prolongued existence. 
They wanted 
a fusion in which they would predomi- 
nate and control. 


For a long while it was almost of ab- 
solute necessity that the judges shoidd 
understand 
both 
the 
English 
and 
French languages, and in consequence 
of the motley composition of our cosmo- 
polite population there was in every 
court a permanently appointed inter 
preter, who, as a sworn and regular of- 
ficer thereof, translated the evidence, 
the testimony of the witnesses, and, 
when necessary, the charges of the 
judge to the jurors. 
Our jurisprudence 
was based on the laws of Spain and on 
the Napoleon Code, which had been 
adopted bo o ù Legislature with such 
modifications as had been thought ad- 
visable. 
The wmmentaries of French 
and Spanish jurists, with decisions of 
the tribunals of the two great countries 
of which Louisiana had succesnively 
been the colony, were daily and exten- 
sively quoted as authorities. The juries 
being comiwsetl of men w)me of whom 
did not understand one word of the 
French, and others equally as ignorant 
of the English, it became imperative on 
litigants to employ in each ease on both 
si les two lawyers, one speaking French, 
the other English, and supiKwed to com- 
mand individually the symi)athie.s of 
that portion of the population to which 
they belonged. 
Under .such circum- 
stances and exigencies the trials of cases 
was necessarily long and expensive, 
The petitions and answers, the citations, 
and all writs whatever, were usually in 
both langn^ages, and the records con- 
taining thè testimony of the witnesses, 
and miginal documents with their in 
dispensable translations, were oppress 
ively voulminous.—Charles

lower side of a few leaves and securing 
them in position by spinning a few 
threads, the spider rises to the level of 
the water, with its belly uppermost, 
and, doubling up its hind legs, retains a 
stratum of air among the hairs with 
which its body is covered. Then it 
plunges into the water and appear as in 
the first stages of the making of its 
robe. 
Going immediately to the 
had chosen, it brushes its body 
with its paws, when the air detaches 
itself and forms a bubble under the leaf. 
The spider surrounds this bubble with 
the impermeable silky matter famished 
by its spinneret. 
Returning to the sur- 
face, it takes in another layer of air, 
which it carries down and adds to the 
first one, also extending the envelope 
over iti The process is kept up till the 
"diving-bell" has reached the proper 
size and is finished. The ideal form of 
the construction is that of a thimble, 
but it often assumes an irregular shape, 
like an inverted sack. When the spider 
has taken possession of its redoubt it 
remains quiet in it, head down, watch- 
ing tor the appearance of an insect. Per- 
ceiving one, it seizes it and returns to its 
lodge, which it has secured against in- 
truders by spinning threads across it, 
to devour its j-rey at its leisure.—Pop- 
ular Sciemice Monthlu.
